CANADIAN 


- The price of wheat at the beginning 
of the weak was $1.47. C.P.R. stock 
stood at 14144. 

According to Colonel Scott Wil- 
liams, Who has just returned from the 
(iret aeroplane survey of northern 
British Columbia, the story of a semi- 
tropical valley :in the far north is cor- 
rect. The abnormal heat is due to hot 
springs issuing from the ground, and 
the vegetation is extraordinarily 
heavy. This report, if entirely re- 
Hable, will probably lead to further 
exploration and possible settlement in 
the district in question, At present 
only Indians live in or near it, and 
they appear to resent the intrusion 


‘of possible white settlers. 


The C.P.R. Trans-Canada train met 
with an accident last week near North 
Bay, Ontario, through colliding witha 
light engine standing or the track at 
a curve. Two of the train crew were 
slightly injured but not mu¢h damage 
done. 

The Railway Commission has issued 
an order that both Canadian railways 
are to draw up new rates for the car- 
riage of grain and flour to the coast. 
These rates are to be the same as the 
prairie rates. The order was issued 
by.only two members of the commis- 


sion who heard the case, and it may | 


lead to trouble, as the other three 
membereé are not in favor of- the new 
order, The new rates will be of great 
advantage to Alberta farmers. 

The Toronto Globe, which has for 
years been the leading Liberal paper 
of Canada, has made an open attack 
on Premier. Mackenzie King for his 
dilatory and half-hearted policy in mat- 


. ‘ters of advanced reform and particu: 


larly his failure to deal firmly with 
the senate. ; 

The greater part of the wheat in 
the west has now been cut. 

It appears likely that the question 
of the northern railways is going to 
become one of the most important in 
provincial politics:. No-agreement has 
yet been come to and there seems to 
be a 6harp division inthe government 
as to whether the C.P.R. should ‘be 
asked to operate the lines or the gov- 
ernment do so itself. Premier Green- 
fleld favors the former course. Mr. 
Vernon Smith, minister of railways, 
favors the latter course. The C.P.R. 
have announced that joint operation 
with the C.N:R. is impossible. They 
have also announced a reduction in 
both freight and passenger rates to 
the north. 

It is stated that the Shell Oil Co. 
are about to enter the Canadian oil 
areas, which probably indicates the 
‘belief of the company that oil is to 
be found in Canada in profitable quan- 
tities. 

The final payment to the members 
of the wheat pool of Alberta for the 
1924 crop has been announced. This 
will bring the total amount received 

to $1.62 per bushel. 

Bx-service men of all organizations 
are to hold a conference in eastern 
Canada in the next few weeks to con- 
elder the union of all the organizations 
in one body. 

The Alberta government has pub- 
lished a statement that it is ready to 
proceed with a scheme for the Spray 
Lakes power development as soon as 
the dominion government grants the 
province a license to develop the 
power. The ministry of the interior 
is blamed for withholding this license. 
In reply the dominion ministry of the 
interior has stated tlat it cannot issue 
such a license until it knows by whom 
the power scheme is to be under- 
taken. This appears to be another 
instance, similar to that of the na- 
tural resources question, of the failure 
of the Alberta government and the 
dominion government to work to- 
gether. 

The dominion parliament has been 
dissolved and there will be an elec- 
tion on October 29. Various changes 
have taken place. The Right Honor. 
able W. S. Fielding formally retires 
and is replaced as finance minister by 
the Honorable J. A. Robb, who has 
been acting minister for some time 
past. Honorable Jacquese Bureau and 
the Honorable H. S. Beland are leav- 
ing the cabinet and going into the sen- 
ate, as is also the Honorable Charles 
Murphy. G. N. Gordon is to be the 
minister of immigration and Lucien 
Cannon to be solicitor-general. Among 
the new senators is John Lewis, late 
editor of the Toronto Globe. 

The membership of the Saskatche- 
wan wheat pool at the beginning of 
this month shows an increase of near- 
ly 18,000 over what it was little more 
than a year ago. 

In his speech on Saturday announc- 
ing the dissolution of parliament, the 
premier, Mr. Mackenzie King, stated 
that the chief problems before’ the 
country are reduction of expenditure 
and taxation, transportation, the tar- 
iff problem, immigration and the po- 
sition of the senate. 

The Canadian Senator Dandurand 
has been elected chairman. of the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations. 

Sir Henry Thornton has been en- 
gaged for a further period of three 
years as head of the C.N.R. at a year- 
ly salary of $65,000.00, an increase of 
$15,000.00 on his present salary.

King Boris of Bulgaria is suffering 
from the effects of poison said to have 
been put in his food by a cook at the 
instigation of the antil-communist party 
because ofthe king’s reluctance to 
sign the death warrants of the com- 
munists convicted of outrages in Bul- 
garia, 

About 150 men have been killed by 
an. explosion in a coal mine in Japan, 

Some of the southern states in the 
United States are suffering severely 
from drought. 

Last year J. D. Rockefeller Jr. paid 
in income tax to the United States 
government $6,277,667.00. Henry Ford 
paid $2,608,808.00, and his son $2,158,- 
055.00, while the Ford Company paid 
$16,493,150.00. 

An Italian submarine has been lost 
in the Mediterranean with all her crew 
of 50 men. i * 

In China at Shanghai a Chinese 
mob made a demonstration against 
the foreign settlement with the re- 
sult that British police fired on the 
mob and wounded a number of them. 

Reports have been spread of a seri- 
ous disaster to the French troops in 
Syria at the hands of the rebel tribes- 
men of the Jebel Druse area, but 
these’reports are denied in Paris. — 

‘Rene Viviani, premier of France at 
the outbreak of the Great War in 
1914, is dead. He was known as a 
magnificent orator and one of the 
leaders in the abolition of all official 
recognition: of religion in France, be- 
ing an avowed atheist. _ 

BRITISH. AND IMPERIAL 

The council of the League of Na- 
tions is now hearing the dispute be- 
tween Turkey and Great Britain as to 
Mosul. Mosul is the border area be- 
tween Trak or Mesopotamia -and Tur- 
key. It is’ claimed by Turkey, but 
Great Britain, on behalf of Irak, 
claims that the territory is wholly 
Arab and not Turkish at all. Before 
the League of Nation’s council, Mr. 
Amery, the British colonial secretary, 
asked the ‘Turkish representative 
point-blank if his country would re- 
spect the decision of the League of 
Nations if it went against him. The 
Turkish representative replied evas- 
ively and it is at least doubtful wheth- 
ed Turkex will peacefully accept the 
loss of this territory if the judicial de- 
cision goes against her. . 

The strike of seamen in Great Bri! 
ain affected the sailing of the great 
liners to a very small extent owing 
to the numbers of unemployed in Great 
Britain. The steamship companies 
found it very easy to replace the 
strikers and as a result the strike 
seems to be breaking down. There 
are two rival trade unions involved, 
the National Sailors and Firemen’s 
Union, headed by Mr. Havelock Wil- 
gon, who was against a strike, and 
the Amalgamated Marine Workers 
Union, which appears to be led by ex- 
tremists, including the notorious Jim 
Larkin, the Irish agitator, who are in 
favor of a strike. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Havelock Wilson play- 
ed an extremely patriotic part in the 
late war for which the Bolshevist agi- 
tators have never forgiven him. 

It appears ‘that the British Fascist! 
organization is gaining ground. This 
organization is intended to fight the 
labor extremists in much the same 
way that the [talfan Fascisti fought 
the Bolshevists in Italy. The British 
situation is, of course, entirely differ- 
ent and it. is unlikely that anything 
like the violence which has disgraced 
the Italian Fascisti will take place on 
either side in Great Britain. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, lately high 
commissioner in Palestine, has been 
appointed president of the coal com- 
mission which is to investigate the 
whole conditions of the coal industry 
in Great Britain. There has been con- 
siderable anxiety owing to the delay 
in appointing this commission. 

Unemployment is still increasing in 
Great Britain and the railway men 
have intimated that they will not ac- 
cept the suggestion of the railway 
managers that all employees should 
have their salaries reduced by five 
per cent, including the directors and 
managers. 

The trade treaty between Australia 
and Canada has been approved by the 
Australian parliament in Melbourne. 

General Hertzog, prime minister of 
South Africa, has made a speech at 
an assembly of natives in which he 
suggests that there will be a gradual 
development of native self-government 
on representative lines in South Af. 
rita. This will be combined with the 
policy of segregating the natives in 
areas specially reserved for them. 
The problem of the natives in South 
Africa is becoming more and more 
serious and only some such policy as 
is now suggested has any chance of 
avoiding trouble, and, even so, it 
seems unlikely that the natives will 
be satisfied with a permanently in- 
ferior position in their own country. 

Great Britain and Mexico agreed to 
appoint a commission to adjust the 
eclaime of their respective subjects. 
These claims consist almost entirely 
of British losses suffered through the 
lawlessness and confiscations which

A few weeks ago “The News” sent to Mr. Speakman, the local dominion 
member of parliament, certain questions bearing on the naval policy of 


Canada, and asked that he should answer for publication. 


Mr. Speakman . 


subsequently called at “The News” office and courteously explained his 
views verbally. He has also promised to answer the questions in writing as 
soon as possible, and these answers will be published in “The News” when 
received. In the meantime, the questions themselves are published here- 


with: 


1. Are you in favor of the present law against the entry of Orientals, 
particularly Japanese and Chinese, into Canada? 
2. In your opinion, what is the sanction or force which upholds those 
laws? Is it not-the naval power of the British Empire in the first instance 
and in the second the Munroe Doctrine, backed by the power of the United 


States navy? 


_3. Are you satisfied that Canada should, as at present, make no contri- 
bution and maintain no effective force for Imperial or Canadian defence at 


sea! 


4, It is suggested that any contribution which Canada could make or 


any force which she could maintain would not be enough to protect her coast 
and might.be an element of provocation in international relations. Would 
not exactly the same argument justify Australia or Scotland refusing to make 
any contribution to Imperial defence? ; 

5. While Canada’s naval force could not in all probability encounter 
alone the force of any formidable foreign power, do you not consider it de- 
sirable that there should be Canadian units sharing in the defence of the Em- 
pire exactly as there was a Canadian corps in the defence of the Empire in 


the late war? 


6. Are you satisfied with the present dominion government’s policies 
on naval matters? If not, what do you propose?

Great Britain, Belgium and France 
have come to a complete agreement 
as to the terms of the proposed secur- 
ity agreement for the frontiers ‘of 
western Europe. 

The British admiralty dockyardé at 
Rosyth and Pembroke are to be clos- 
ed in pursuance of the policy of econ- 
omy. : ; 

In a great storm in the river Mer- 
sey, the C.P.R. steamer Montcalm 
broke from her moorings and narrow- 
ly escaped injury through colliding 
with one of the docks 

In Dublin last week a meeting was 
held at which it was decided to form 
a new trans-Atlantic shipping line 
with Blacksod Bay on the west coast 
of Ireland as its edstern terminus. 
This has been a much-discussed 
scheme for several years and was 
greatly favored by the late Lord Fish- 
er, the great British admiral. 

It is reported that prohibitionists in 
Great Britain are going to make a 
great effort to make the introduction 
of prohibition a first-class political is- 
sue in the near future. ‘At present the 
majority of the people are either hos- 
tile or apathetic to prohibition,  al- 
though the temperance party has 
gained in strength in recent years. 

The trade union congress opened at 
Scarboro on Monday. It is expected 
to be a very critical meeting owing 
to the great efforts which the extrem- 
ists are making to capture the trade 
unions. There seems to be real 
anxiety in Great Britain as to the re- 
sult of the industrial depression. At- 
tempts are being made to tamper with 
the army and navy, and there is har¢ 
ly any attempt to conceal the fact 
that revolution is the end aimed at. 
This accounts for the growth of the 
fascisti movement designed to fight 
the extremists. It is reported that 
the government is arresting all those 
concerned in the attempts to tamper 
with the army and navy, 


MR, TERENCE HORNE’S 
RECITAL 


On Friday evening last music-lov- 
ing people of Red Deer accorded Ter- 
ence Horne, tenor, of Calgany, a 
whole-hearted welcome on the occas- 
ion of his first recital in Red Deer 
after two years of vocal study in New 
York under Schofield, a personal 
friend of Edward Johnson,already fa- 
mous in the ranks of the world’s 
operatic singers. With Madame Scho- 
field, Mr. Horne studied Italian and 
French. It will be remembered that 
three years ago Mr. Horne sang the 
tenor solos in “The Messiah,” given 
by the Red Deer Choral Society. 

Mr. Horne was happily assisted in 
his recital by Mrs. T. R. McDowell, 
violinist, who ‘has studied not only in 
her own native land but in Germany. 
In Toronto she studied under Frank 
Converse Smith, in Winnipeg under 
Mr. Berggren, and in Berlin, violin 
under Hans Benda and harmony and 
composition under Herr Schaub. 

Mr. Horne’s voice is a_ rich, full 
tenor possessing a winsome quality 
that adds much to the charm of his 
singing. His two years study in New 
York under an able master, together 
with a remarkable aptitude for study 
and an excellent memory, have pro- 
duced a very marked improvement in 
the voice that was heard in Red Deer 
three lyears ago. ° 

Mr. Horne had perfect control of 
his voice and sang with an admirable 
poise of tone. ‘His sotto voice pas- 
sages confirmed that especially. At 
all times his tones were clear and full. 
No thinness of tone was heard in any 
of his numbers. Mr. Horne excelled 
in his French and Italian songs, par- 
ticularly in the “E Lucevan Le Stelle” 
from “La Tosca” and ‘Vesti le Guib- 
ba” from “I Pagliacci.” These were 
sung with exactly the right dramatic 
.force for the concert stage. Of the 
English songs Sohubert’s beautiful 
“Who Is Sylvia?” and Henchel’s 
“Morning Hymn” were the most out- 
standing. Mr. Horne’s rendition of 
“Who Is Sylvia?” was perfect. 

Of all his programme he was most 
at ‘home in his operatic numbers. In 
his future studies of grand opera in 
Italy he will without doubt make the 
same remarkable progress he has al- 
ready achieved in the past two years. 

Mr. Horne’s stage presence was un- 
{assuming and manly, and his charm- 
ing courtesy to his accompanist (a 
thing too often neglected on the con- 
cert stage) was delightful to witness. 
As an accompanist, Miss Boyd was all 
that could be desired. 

With Mrs. McDowell's artistic work 
we are familiar. Unsparing in her 
demands upon herself for perfection. 
she has accomplished much. Her 
bowing was confident, assured and 
easy and her technique excellent. 

In the “Concerto in A” by Mozart, 
both Mrs. McDowell and her accom- 
panist maintained that precision and 
exactness so neceséary to the perfect 
rendition of a concerto whether play- 
ed by a violin and piano or by a full 
orchestra. 

The first encore, “A Negro Spirit- 
uelle,” aria by Kreisler, was played 
with such sweetness of tune and 
beauty that it completely won the 
audience. That fine clear tone so 
characteristic of Mrs. McDowell’s 
playing was particularly apparent in 
the “Reverie” by Vieuxtents, and her 
double stopping was perfect. Not the 
least confusion or fumbling could be 
detected, which showed what care- 
ful, thorough practising had achieved. 
Miss Mabel Soderman's accompany- 
ing of Mrs. McDowell was thoroughly 
sympathefic and understanding.

tains. It is isolated enough even in 
these days of railways and motor cars 
and of governments whose authority 
reaches everywhere.

In my young 
days we were under Austrian rule 
here in theory, but in practice we 
were ruled by the Dukes of Custozza, 
who held their authority from the 
Austrian emperor and did more or 
less as they pleased.”

He was a man of middle age at 
the time I speak of, but already his 
hair was grey, though he was strong 
and vigorous enough. He was not

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dier first and foremost, and a stern 
and gloomy man, just enough in his 
way.to those with whom he dealt and 
his servants and the people he ruled 
over in particular, but ah, eo hard. He 
was respected wherever he was known 
but it was not possible.to say that he 
was loved. as 

When Italy began to grow restive 
against the rule of Austria and began 
to look to Piedmont and its king, Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, as possible saviors, 
the duke gave up his commission as 
an officer of the Austrian emperor and 
came home to live in his castle there, 
I know that his sympathies were ‘all 
with Italy and that he was chafiing 
to eee the sword drawn against his 
old comrades of the Austrian army, 
Because of that he was -gloomier and 
sterner than ever. This castle was 
not a gay place in those days, I can 
tell you. 

Then there came a day when the 
duke rode away on a journey and he 
went almoet alone, and he told no one 
the object of his going. I was one of 
the two or three who went with him, 
and it was by night that we rode and 
by unfrequented ways. At a little 
cottage, just a peasant’s cottage 
among the mountains, we halted one 
night, and soon after we had come 
to it, there came also other travellera, 
three or four men.

Later I learned that the man 
was Count Cavour, the great minister 
of King Victor Emmanuel, and that 
the meeting had to do with war.

Later on we saw French uniforme in 
plenty in Italy when the French em- 
peror Napoleon III. brought his arm- 
ies into Italy to fight the Austrians 
at Solferino and Magenta. They 
talked alone, these gentlemen, in one 
of the two little rooms of the cottage 
and the rest of us sat in he kitchen 
of the cottage and listened to the 
murmur of their voices. We guessed 
then what we knew later on—that 
this meeting meant war on Austria 
and that France was taking a hand 
in the game. 

Before morning the duke came out 
of the room and called me. He or- 
dered me to send the other servants 


back to the castle, as I alone was to’ 


go on with him to his journey’s end. 
In the morning we sterted and we 
came after a few days to a great 
castle, even greater than this one, 
with a village nestling at its gates, 
and there we found that a great com- 
pany had gathered of lords and ladies. 
We had crossed the Austrian frontier 
in our journey and here we were on 
Italian territory, ‘and before we had 
been long in the castle we heard that. 
the King of Piedmont and Sardinia, 
Victor Emmanuel, king of all Italy as 
he became later, was expected. 

He came and with his coming there 
began a series of great entertain- 
ments, dinners and dances and hunt- 
ing parties. It was a tremendous 
change for the duke, my master, after 
the lonely life he had been leading in 
his castle among the mountains, but 
for a time it seemed to suit him. I 
believe it was partly the excitement 
of a great plan being formed—for the 
gathering and the entertainments were 
merely a pretext under which the 
question of war with ‘Austria was be- 
ing discussed, and the duke was deep 
in the discussions. That was only 
part of the cause of his excitement. 
There was another reason, too, and 
that is the real object of this story, 
After we had been only a few days 
at*the castle, the duke told me that 
he intended to take home a duchess. 
I was amazed at the news and the 
duke, when he saw my amazement, 
laughed. It was one of the few times 
I ever saw him laugh. 

In due time I saw the lady who 
was to become the duke’s duchess, 
and when I saw her I was yet more 
amazed. She was very beautiful,

We started home again immediately 
after the wedding, the duke and his 
duchess driving in a carriage, while 
I rode beside it. When we came in

But it did 
not last very long. There were a few 
other families of something like equal 
social rank not close at hand but etill 
within fairly easy'reach, and ‘if he had 
wished, the duke might easily enough 
have ‘filled his castle with guests ‘and 
given his Duchess a gay enough: time, 
but’ he did ‘not wish. °.On the: con- 
trary he seemed to resent the coming 
of any. visitors at all. Perhaps: that 
was partly due to his being deep’in 
the counsela ‘of the  anti-Austrian: 
party and knowing that war was be- 
ing planned, while most of his neigh- 
bors were ‘either Austrian or in sym- 
pathy with Austria, and the duke may 
have: been afraid of questioning as to 
‘hid journey to: Piedmont and -his Ital- 
fan duchess. That, however, was only 
part’ of the reason. Insane. jealousy 
was the main cause of the: policy of 
isolation that he imposed on the.poor 
little duchess, and as ehe realized it, 
and the gloom and loneliness of her 
life took their effect on her, she grew 
pale and sad, her laughter died away 
and was no longer heard in the castle. 


You know what went on in the days 
before 1859, the risings and pilottings 
and individual acts of violence and 
hatred against Austria that marked 
the time. Then came a day when on 
a tired horse a young man rode up 
the steep path to the castle gates and 
entered. He was badly wounded and 
so exhausted that he could barely sit 
his horee. He asked for the duke 
and when the duke came he told his 
story. He was one of the emissaries 
of Cavour, the Italian minister, and 
he had been travelling through Aus. 
trian territory, trying to find out as 
much as poesible about the ‘help that 
Italy might expect from the Italians 
in the Austrtan country if war came. 
He had been discovered, had fought 
his way through the Austrian milit- 
ary police and escaped, badly wound- 
ed. Now he was asking for help and 
concealment from the pursuers who 
he believed were on his track. 

The duke in former days would 
have given what was asked without 
hesitation. Nothing would have pleas- 
ed him better than to thwart Austria 
and her agents, but now he was not 
what he had been. I was present and 
I saw him look at the young Italian 
with doubt in hie eyes and I think 
I understood his doubts. They were 
the offspring of the ever-lurking jeal: 
ousy. However, the matter was to 
some extent taken out of his hands, 
for the young man fainted at his feet 
and there could then be no question 
of sending him away. The duke 
might be jealous and suspicious, but 
he was devoted to the cause of Italy, 
more devoted than ever since he had 
met Cavour, who knew how to inspire 
devotion. He could not refuse to help 
Cavour'’s agent and so allow him fall 
into Austrian hands and _ perhaps 
cause the discovery of that which was 
being planned. 

When, therefore, the young Italian 
came to himself the duke told him 
that he would give him the shelter 
asked for.

The _ feeding 
should be done as rapidly as possible, 
and as soon as it is finished a quilt 
or bag spread over the hives and the 
top packing put on. These bees will 
require no further attention until the 
next apring.

For the young beginner handling a 
small dairy herd a visit to the farm 
of H. Elwell of Burbank, near Black- 
falds, would be very profitable. 

Mr. Elwell has been handling pure- 
bred Holsteins at his farm at Bur- 
‘bank for the past ten years and has 
now a well-selected and well-bred R. 
O.P. herd, of which any young be- 
ginner may well be proud. His herd 
are of Carnation stock and some of 
his best cows have records of 17,000 
pounds to 17800 pounds of milk per 
annum, with a cream test of 3.8. 
However, Mr. Biwell is very proud 
of hig four year rotation which he has 
been experimenting with for the past 
ten to twelve years. His land is a 
very sandy loam and requires to be 
kept -built up with fibre and at the 
same time by adding fertility and 
plant food to the soil. ;

A CONTROVERSIAL CANADIAN 
BOOK 

The official history of Canada’s part 
in the Great War is now being pub- 
lished in sections, and the section 
dealing with the Canadian medical 
services has appeared. It is written 
by Sir Andrew McPhail of McGill Uni- 
versity, and he has certainly produced 
a book which is not lacking in ma- 
terial for discussion. Some of his 


criticisms and comments are caustic |. 


to a degree. He deals very severely 
with Sir Sam Hughes, minister of 
militia in the first part of the war, 
and what he has to say will be en- 
dorsed by most of those who actually 
took part in the war. The scandal of 
Canadian equipment from Ross rifles 
to the so-called Oliver equipment is 
unfortunately too painfully familiar 
to Canadian soldiers to need emphas- 
izing. Sir Andrew McPhail says 
that the Canadian soldiers “freed 
themselves of their Canadian rifles 
with a thoroughness which will never 
be understood till the Ypres Canal 
and Dickebusch Lake give up their 
dead.” He further states that Sir 
Sam Hughes deliberately tried to keep 
the Canadian troops altogether separ- 
ate from the British army, apparently 
wishing to make them a “Hughes’ 
army” just as the new battalions rais- 
ed in Britain for the war were known 
as “Kitchener’s army.” Sir Sam 
Hughes’ militia counsel, according to 
Sir Andrew, was largely composed of 
business men who were “persons in- 
fallibly wise in giving a decision on 
subjects of which they knew nothing.” 
“The minister,” it is said, “never had 
the confidence of the army after it 
became an army. When he resigned 
there was a sense of deliverance.” In 
face of such stinging criticism it is 
somewhat amusing to note that only 
a few days ago a brother of Sir Sam 
Hughes stated that an offer was made 
to Sir Sam early in the war to be- 
come one of a board of three men to 
control the whole of the British con- 
duct of the war, and that his refusal 
of it was the greatest mistake of his 
life. Most Canadians who served in 
the war will think that his refusal of 
the offer, if it ever was made, which 
seems in the highest degree improb- 
able, was the nearest approach to a 
sensible thing he ever did and that 
“the greatest mistake” was made by 
those who offered such a man such 
a post. 

It would have been interesting to 
know what Sir Andrew thought of the 
Canadian nurses’ uniform, that blue 
uniform with the red facings and the 
red lined coat, which looked so ‘‘dash- 
ding” that it attracted into the nursing 
service of the Canadian army at least 
some girls whose ideas on the subject 
of nursing the wounded were confined 
largely to having afternoon tea with 
convalescent officers, though, of 
course, their presence in the service 
did not lessen the merit of the really 
fine work of the genuine nurses, any 
More than the extraordinany incom- 
petence and ignorance of some of the 
“reserve camp colonels” lessened the 
merit of the real fighting men of the 
Canadian corps. 

The book is already causing con- 
troversy and may well cause more 
when it becomes more widely known. 
At least it is not merely a series of 
pleasant platitudes, and if the rest 
of Canada’s war history is written 
with the same amount of frank and 
individual judgment and liveliness of 
style, it should be easily read and of 
more value accordingly.

IRELAND AGAIN 

It looks as though the boundary 
question in Ireland has again risen 
like an unquiet spectre to disturb the 
peace of that troubled country. If the 
anticipation of the boundary commis- 
sion’s report is correct as it was pub- 
lished in the press last week, it is 
difficult to see how trouble can be 
avoided. It is suggested that quite 
large eections of Northern Ireland are, 
under the report of the commission, 
to be transferred to the Free State, 
including the town of Newry. Now, to 
Canadians the details of the award 
are not of great interest, however vi- 
tally engrossing they may be to those 
directly concerned. The main thing 
is that Northern Ireland has from the 
outset of the discussion made it plain 
that there could be no question of the 
surrender of large portions of her ter- 
ritory, and certainly not of towns like 
Newry. Northern Ireland has never 
recognized the boundary commission. 
All that was admitted, and that only 
faintly, wae that if the commission's 
award amounted only to the transfer 
of small strips of territory wholly Ro- 
man Catholic in population to the 
Free State, then it might be consid- 
ered. Moderate men on both sides 
hoped that this would be the case. 
(Even now, it may turn out that the 
award of the commission is not so 
serious as the anticipation suggests. 
Yet if it ls correct and if Northern 
freland sticks to her determination, 


Northern dreland and the Free State 
can hardly take place without Great 
Britain becoming drawn into it against 
her will. It is almost impossible to 
imagine British troops being used to 
coerce Northern Ireland in the inter- 
est of the Free State. That might 
mean civil war in Britain itself, for 
all the signe point ‘to there being no 
lack of volunteers ready to cross from 
Britain ‘and particularly from south- 
ern Scotland to the help of Northern 
Ireland. Equally, the Free State may 
hold that since an entirely inpartial 
commission has awarded this territory 
toher, it ie the duty of the rest of the 
empire and of Britain in particular to 
assist her get possession of it. Other- 
wise, what claim can the empire have 
on the allegiance of the Irish Free 
State? It ig to be hoped that the 
governments of the two Irish states 
may even yet manage ‘to come to an 
agreement on the question. A little 
give and take on either side might 
solve the problem, always provided 
public opinion on each side of the 
border is not too excited and too atub- 
born to permit concessions being made 
by the governments. In the mean- 
time there must be acute anxiety in 
Ireland and grave interest throughout 
the rest of the empire as to what is 
about to happen. The comparatively 
trifling position of Fort Sumpter let 
loose the great civil war in the United 
States 65 years ago. It isto be hoped 
that the little town of Newry will not 
let loose a civil war in Irefand with 
consequences that may nof be con- 
fined to Ireland. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF THE 
SHENANDOAH 

General sympathy will be extended 
to the United States in the loss of 
the great airship Shenandoah in a 
storm with the loss of some 14 or so 
lives. It has been proved all too often 
that these great airships are vulner- 
able to storms in a way that the mod- 
ern steamship is not. Progrese is 
being made in improving their capac- 
ity to resist storms. There is evidence 
of this in the fine achievement of the 
British airship which, a few months 
ago, was torn from her mooring mast 
by a storm and driven right across 
the North Sea to the Dutch coast, yet 
fought her way back unaided to her 
station. Nevertheless, there is still 
much to be done and much to be 
learned before the air is conquered 
by these ships or by aeroplanes. It 
is most regrettable that at the same 
time this disaster to the Shenandoah 
has happened, another serious mis- 
hap should have come upon the Uniit- 
ed States flying service in the now 
almost certain loss of the naval sea- 
plane with its five occupants, which 
was trying to fly from San Francisco 
to Hawaii. It is to be remembered 
that the 6ea has taken a tremendous 
toll of life in the past and still takes 
its toll, so that such losses as these 
need not or will not discourage men 
from continuing their attempts to de- 
velop aircraft of all kinds, but none 
the less each such accident must call 
for a tribute of regret for the loss of 
brave men dead. 


TRUTH 

If one reads the newspapers and 
magazines of today and notes the con- 
troversies, disputes, frauds, decep- 
tions and broken agreements which 
are recorded there, one is tempted to 
ask whether truth is ceasing to be 
fashionable in the present age. There 
have always been peoples notorious 
for their indifference to truth in the 
broadest sense of the term, peoples 
whose statementé as to existing facts, 
whose promises as to future conduct, 
whose observance of pledged agree- 
ment have been entirely unreliable. 
The Greeks of both ancient and mod- 
ern times have had a bad reputation 
in this respect. Oriental peoples and 
southern peoples generally have often 
been lax in their attitude towards 
truth. In India today the work of 
the courts which British authority has 
set up is made infinitely difficult by 
the fact which everyone knows, that 
witnesses can be got to swear to any- 
thing whatever for very trifling in- 
ducements and without the smallest 
regard for the facts of the case. 

In Northern Europe and amongst 
the English-speaking races, truth has 
stood high amongst the virtues. The 
liar has always been regarded with 
strong disfavor. It has been reckoned 
a compliment of no small kind to say 
of a man that his word is as good as 
his bond. ‘How far is that tendency 
to truth-telling still holding good 
amongst us? 

It is to be feared that there are 
signs of deterioration. The courts of 
Canada and even more of the United 
States are now too often the scenes 
of habitual and shameless lying, as 
any lawyer knows. In the breakdown 
of criminal law which has taken place 
in the United States the decay of 
truth has had a large part. Alibis are 
sworn to, insamity is sworn to, ill- 
nesses are sworn to with an effrontery 
that hardly seeks to conceal the false- 
hood of the testimony. It is the same 
in other things. The charlatan is to 
be found in every sphere—politics, 
religion, medicine, the presé, bus!- 
ness. The readiness with which 
promissory notesare signed and then 
utterly ignored when the time for pay- 
ment comes is another symptom of 
the 6ame tendency to treat the 
pledged word as a thing of no import- 
ance. Even the instalment plan mo- 
tor cars with their suggestion of an 
affluence which does not really exist 
may be considered part of this wide- 
spread falsity. A6 in ‘the case of the 
crime tide, so in this case, the absence 
of any sense of responsibility seema 
to be at the root of an unfortunate 
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state of affairs. Why should anybody 
tell the truth when a lie is more con- 
venient, provided that he does not ‘be- 


lieve there will be any retribution | 


either from Heaven or earth for his 
lying? That such a theory is terribly 
wrong all the history of mankind 
proves. “A lie,” said Carlyle, ‘can- 
not stand.” He was writing at the 
time of the old French monarchical 
society with its superficial brilliance 
of the upper classes based on the mis- 
ery and degradation of the peasants 
and the poor of the cities. A society 
which is founded. on falsehood and 
permeated with falsehood will inevit- 
ably be brought to destruction when 
it ig faced with the unalterable facts 
that govern the world. When we look 
around us at the material prosperity 
of this North America of ours—and 
however much we may wail about 
hard times, we are in fact prosperous 
as few countries in the world are or 
have been—we might do well to study 
this ancient problem of truth and ask 
ourselves whether ‘this 
ours is built on a stable basis or 
whether there are not flaws in ita 
structure which will ‘sooner or later 
reveal themselves as the frauds that 
they are, to our sorrow and our un: 
doing.

Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba have not come into line 
with this jump. Cheese—The market 
at Montreal is very firm, and inquiries 
are being received for export ship- 
ment. No change in prices here. 

EGGS—POULTRY 

Eggs—It is expected that the B.C. 
pullets will be supplying the trade 
here this winter. Receipts at present 
are very light and storage holdings 
are being withdrawn. Poultry—Re- 
ceipts are fair and values holding 
steady. Heavier fowl is handling most 
of the demand, Larger birds are more 
plentiful on the market this vear than 
previous years owing to better prices. 

POTATOES 

Quotations have dropped to $1.50 
per hundred pounds, which by the ton 
makes the value from $25.00 to $30.00. 
Coast spuds are selling around $35.00, 
which is too high for this market.

entirely agree with Mrs. Meeres’ 
, Views but they are well worth 
‘consideration and. discussion. :": 


Of all the questions affecting: Can- 
ada lat the present time, none is of 
greater importance than immigration, 

We have an immense area of: which 
at present only a smiall portion is 
populated; we have | thousands of 
miles of ratlroad to transport the pro- 
duce of the small ‘population to market 
and transport the needs of this small 
population, We have - hundreds of 
thousands of miles of rural roads to 
be .kept up by this small population 
to make it possible to get the produce 
to the shipping centres. Im fact, all 
our utilities would suffice for la larger 
population. In addition we have large 
and expensive provincial governments 
to support besides our federal govern- 
ment. We are in many cases thous- 
ands of miles from markets for our 
produce and on the face of all this 
it naturally looks as though the one 
solution for all our handicaps is im- 
migration. 

This at least is the conclusion that 
our several governments have come 
to for the last 30 years and they have 
spent no Jese than fourteen and one- 
quarter million dollars from 1912 to 
1924 on immigration schemes and 
‘have accomplished practically noth- 
ing. Thirty and one-quarter million 
have been spent in the last 50 years 
on immigration. In a little over 30 
years our population has increasad 
only between three and four million, 
whereas the natural increase alone 
should have been more than that. 

The’ present government is making 
strenuous efforts to bring in immi- 
grants, encouraged and financed to a 
large extent by the British govern. 
ment. They are succeeding in bring- 
ing in larger numbers but the ques: 
tion is. still debatable whether this 
immigration policy is desirable or will

try. We have most of us seen cases 


of immigrants dumped in on places 
with no means of self-support, de- 
pending on their neighbors for the 
necessities of life and. utterly unfitted 
for the pioneer life ahead of them. 
They become'a burden on the munici- 
palities and the country. To some ex- 
tent the government has become cog- 
nizant of these facts and is now en- 
deavoring to,hand-pick and bring in 
a class of immigrants who will be at 
least self-supporting. Of course, this 
is costing a lot of money, ‘borrowed 
money, and the question arises, Are 
these new immigrants. going to be able 
to pay it back in addition to their 
share of our taxes and their living 
expenses. After all, that is the main 
question because if not they are only 
an added burden to the country, 
whose people are already taxed to the 
limit. 

There is another side to the immi. 
gration question to which it seems the 
government has paid very little atten- 
tion and which yet might solve (with 
much thought and good judgment) the 
question of population and markets 
to an iappreciable extent. In submit- 
ting this side to-you I am bearing in 
mind mostly -Alberta’s position in re- 
gard to her need of markets and her 
natural resources, ° 

The one and only policy of the pres- 
ent government or for the matter of 
that, the past, governments, has been 
to get settlers on the land and with 
our immense tracts of uncultivated 
lands it looks the:simplest and easiest 
way to solve the problem. But is it? 
Suppose they succeed in getting an- 
other million settlers on the land in 
the western provinces and the set- 
tlers succeed in raising as much grain 
and stock:as a million others now on 
ihe land,’ is the condition of the coun- 
try socially: and intellectually going 
to be anybetter or even as good as it 
is at present? The value of the pro- 
ducts per bushel or per hundred- 
weight would almost be sure to be less 
than at present, the markets would be 
just as far away and the demand may 
reasonably be expected to be less. 
The European market can be to a 
large extent supplied by Russia when 
she settles down to business.. The 
Orient can, when educated up to it, 
raise large quantities of wheat and 
what Canada would do with a surplus 
of seven hundred and fifty million 
bushels of wheat (the amount that 
would be raised with 1,000,000 more 
farmers) and a demand for only two 
hundred milllfon bushels would be one 
more problem.” 

Of course, the natural answer ie if 
only we had a home market. But 
how is that to be got? Manufacture 
at home, is the answer. At present if 
one suggests this to a member of the 
house he é6ays, “Oh, this has been 
looked into and we have not a popu- 
lation sufficient to support a shoe fac- 
tory or a woollen factory or any other. 
It would have to be run at a loss and 
so they go on spending millions on 
bringing in settlers, at a loss, and a 
gradually less hopeful outleok for the 
future results. They will also tell 
one that the building of a factory or 
running of a factory is not the legiti- 
mate business of a government. Per- 
haps no, but is the bringing out of 
settlers and training them to become 
; farmers any more the legitimate busi- 
ness of a government than encourag- 
ing factories and so creating a home 
market for farm produce? 

To go back to the factory being a 
losing proposition: perhaps or even 
mest likely for a time it would be, 
but it would at least draw other im- 
migrants besides agriculturalists and 
‘retain them as well as improve the 
i condition of the agriculturalist. You 
! will notice 1 have only mentioned two 
factories, but with our natural re- 
be two 
hundred thus creating openings for the 
development of our natural ‘resources 
as well as the factories. We are 
blessed with a large proportion of, 
the world’s coal, with oil, tar sande! 
‘mineral, timber, fish, ete. To develop 
all these and make the best of them 
‘we need thousands and thousands of 
immigrants who could be profitably 
employed and who would consume a 
large share of the farmers’ products, 
thus opening up the way for the 
prafitable cultivation of much more 
of our own land,

Red Deer 
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will take a great deal of forethought 
and foresight to accomplish, but 
greater things have been accomplish- 
ed in other countries with a less 
promising outlook by people of faith 
and vision. 

We need immigrants by all means. 
We need thousands and thousands of 
them but not of only one class. We 
meed a balanced immigration and a 
scheme that will embrace more than 
agriculture alone, the creating of 
power, the building up of. industries 
and home markets. If this scheme 
should be put into practice there 
would be no further need for the Can- 
adian government or the British gov- 
ernment spending money in assisting 
immigrants to pay their passage. 
There are thousands in Great Britain 
today who would gladly pay their 
passage over if they were assured of 
a good opening in this country at 
steady work. And money voted for 
immigration could remain in the coun- 
try building up its industries and de- 
veloping its natural resources. 

If the $30,000,000 spent on immigra- 
tion had been spent in developing 
cheap power in this country does it 
not seem reasonable to think that in- 
,dustries would have started up in 
many centres? It costs far less to 
freight raw products into the west 
than manufactured products. With 
cheap power the manufacturing could 
be done in the west, giving “labor to 
the consumers of the farmers’ pro- 
ducts, again saving freight. The best 
possible immigration scheme would 
be the development of our great 
water powers, our natural resources 
and the encouraging of industries. 
The encouraging of child immigration 
as carried on by the Miss McPherson's 
and Dr. Barnardo's homes is a good 
thing. 

In the last 50 years more than 70, 
000 of these children have been placed 
in Canada. They have grown up with 
the country and a large majority of 
them have become useful and success- 
ful citizens. 

This scheme of child immigration 
originated in Britain and has been the 
most encouraging of any scheme so 
far. The Hebrideans brought over 
are the right stamp as far as physique 
and morals go and the children and 
young people will make good, but 
those past middle age are far too slow 
and set in their ways to make good 
in the west. 

The immense emigration from Can- 
ada to the United States has been a 
great drawback in the past. This will 
be remedied to some extent by immi- 
gration laws now in_ force in the 
States but the greatest remedy will 
be the developing of our own country. 
We can all help in this by delving 
into the resources of this country, 
branching out in our own lines of in- 
dustry, improving our stock, our 
farms, our wool and giving our chil- 
dren-the very best education obtain- 
able and encouraging them in some 
line of industry at home,

DINOSAUR FOUND IN
